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Hi. It becomei necestary to hold up such statements to poblic tie^, to abate th« 
ardour for war, and to point out faithfully the numerous ills entailed by it on the 
community. 

The limitation of bank discounts in London has occasioned, within a few months, 
a fall on many articles of merchandize and manufactures, in some instances in that 
market, to the amount of 10 per cent. Bankers, in most other places, have also been 
careful to restrict discounts: a practice, which, although in some instances it may 
have borne hard on individuals, has had probably, on the whole, a salutary eflFect, 
by restraining speculation, and limiting a too extended circulation of our paper cur- 
rency. 

The limitation of discounts may also have had a small tendency to produce the 
reduction of the premium on guineas ; but the chief cause must be sought m the resto* 
rjition of trade with the continent of Europe. If the Open for trade is only temporary, 
• greater rise on the value of guineas may be expected. 

Among the Documents, at pages 323 and S14, are placed two advertisements, tha 
one I elating to frauds practised in London, in relation to forcing sales of linens in 
that market, and the other pointing out the injury trade sustMns by the prevalent 
practice of auctioneering. They discover the shifts to which the necessity of th« 
times compels traders to have recourse, to force sales, and may be considered as corro- 
borative of^the statements in our last Report, that to meet diminished means, theprac* 
tice t>i introducing articles of inferior quality, is becoming increasingly prevalent. 

Hitherto, notwithstanding the commencement of the war, commeraal imerceurs* 
with the United States of North America has kept pretty open. Flaxseed has arrived 
in such large quantities, as will probably be nearly sufficient to supply the spring'* 
towing ; and other articles have been fully commensurate with the demand. But it 
is uncertain how long this state'of thiiiga will continue. Congress, before h» rising, 
bad some laws before them, to reigulate the trade of neutrals, and to' prevent the use 
of British licences : if they had passed, serious difficulties would have been placed in 
the way of future iptercourse. The bills were lost, by a manoeuvre of the minority 
In the Senate. By their constitution. Congress, previous to a new election of the 
House of Representatives, must terminate on a certain day. When that day arrived, 
tome members of the Senate contrived, by long speeches, to occasion a delay, till the 
hour of twelve >. night arrived. Thus the bills were lost for a time; but as Congress 
is to meet early in next month, the s^ject may, be expected to be revived ; and it 
remains to be seen, what measures for the regulation of trade will be then adopted ; 
is the mean time, great uncertainty must continue to prevail.

Airing the late Winter, while the Continent of Europe, and even England, expe' 
Menced an unusual severity of cold, Ireland, warmed ' by Atlantic winds, had ice for a, 
few days only on the smallest pools of still water; the Cretan Rock Rose (Cistnt Creti- 
cus), Sa^e-leaved Rock Rose (Cistus Salvifolius), Indian Chrysanthemum (Chrysanthem- 
um Indicum), in the open ground ; and the Day smelling Ceronilla (Ceronilla' glklica), 
with the Great Flowering Edswardsia (Edswardsia grandiflora), and small leaved (Ed- 
twardsia microphylla), trained against a wall, are now in flower. Indeed, so mild has 
been our winter, that some Annuals, as the Maritime Slock Gillyflower (Cheiranthua 
maritimus), in favourable situations, have survived the Wiuter, and are now in fait 
flawer.
